Marks entered 
with

Moss, a physician, who w as unable 
to revive her. 
A friend of M iss Adam s tele­ 
phoned 
Jessel

Country Club. He fainted when he 
heard M iss Adam s had died. 
After he w as released from a 
doctor’s care, Jessel said he e s­ 
corted M iss Adalms to Santa Anita 
Friday and there was “ no indica­ 
tion” that she w as distressed.

life,” Jessel said, “ but of course 
you don’t know why 
people do 
those things. 
She used to take a 
lot of pills for insom nia,” he add­ 
ed.

T uesday of “ Operation Teapot.” 
a 1955 series of nuclear blasts de­ 
signed to “ keep our strength at 
peak le v e l.” 


A tom ic E n e r g y 
Commission 
chairm an Lewis L 
Strauss, here 
to w itness the test, told newsm en 
Sunday that recent Soviet boasts 
of vast atom ic stockpiles leave the 
U. S. with “ no alternative but to 
keep our strength at peak level. 
The consequences 
of any other 
course would im peril our liberty, i 
even our existen ce.” 


“ Strauss said the current series 
of tests also will “ provide highly 
im portant data which can be ob­ 
tained 
in 
no 
other 
manner 
on 
which to build a sound and effec­ 
tive system of civil d efense.” 


AEC and 
D efense 
Departm ent 
officials planned to announce at a 
new s conference late today wheth­ 
er the nuclear device will be de­ 
tonated from a tower and whether 
any troops will participate. 


Scientists kept a close watch on 
w eather instrum ents for signs of 
w eather disturbances which could 
postpone the initial “ shot.” 


Strong public protests regarding 
“ fallout” from previous tests here 
and in the P acific are being kept 
in mind and any unfavorable w ea­ 
ther conditions would cause a post­ 
ponem ent, even at the last minute 


But weather conditions appeared 
ideal and spokesm en said the e x ­ 
perim ent apparently would com e 
off on tim e unless som e link in the 
intricate firing chain should balk 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. HP — 
The United Nations Security Coun­ 
cil m et today to salvage what it 
could of its unsuccessful attem pt 
to arrange a Form osan cease-fire. 
Russia 
promptly 
opposed 
the 
New Zealand plan in which rep­ 
resentatives of N ationalist and Red 
China 
would 
m eet face to 
face 
to discuss hostilities in the islands 
off the China mainland. 
The 
Security 
Council just 
as 
promptly overrode R ussia’s objec­ 
tions by a 9 1 vote. 
But the next 
step in efforts 
to 
end the Form osan shooting and end 
the threat of a general war

up in the air—both here and

Britain Proposes Adjournment 
Britain proposed that the Secu­ 
rity Council adjourn without taking 
action on the Form osa crisis, be­ 
cause of Red China’s refusal 
to 
attend cease-fire talks here. 
R ussia 
w as

bring up for debate a Soviet reso­ 
lution that would brand the Toited 
Staten

aggressor in Form osa 
and dem and withdrawal of all U. S.

Hoover Group 
Asks 'Senior 


Civil Service' 


Commission Urges 
Parties to Eliminate 
Patronage System 


By United Press 
The Hoover Com m ission called 
for a “ senior civil service” of 1.500 
nonpolitical 
governm ent 
execu ­ 
tives today in the first of a series 
of reports to C ongress. 
Form er President Herbert Hoo­ 
ver heads the com m ission which 
has been studying governm ent re­ 
form for a year and a half. 
The com m ission also proposed an 
unspecified additional number of 
adm inistration-picked executives to 
carry out and defend official poli­ 
cies. 
A “ task force” created by 
the 
com m ission accused the Eisenhow ­ 
er adm inistration of weakening the 
civil service program . 
It 
urged 
bdth parties to elim inate the pa­ 
tronage system of giving federal 
jobs as political rew ards. 
The task force also called for, 
creation of a panel to investigate 
the adm inistration’s personnel se­ 
curity program . 
The com m ission itself did not a l­ 
lude 
to any 
of the 
task force 
charges in the report 
which 
w as 
sent to Congress without com m ent. 
The task force called for a heavy 
reduction or outright abolition of 
m ost veterans’ privileges, but the 
com m ission 
recom m ended 
much 
less trim m ing. 
Among other recom m endations, 
the com m ission called for higher 
pay for top-level governm ent m an­ 
agers; placem ent of more jobs un­ 
der civil service; elim ination of po­ 
litical clearances for som e 32,000 
rural m ailm en; and an end to po­ 
litical appointm ent of U. S. M ar­ 
shals and field officials of the Cus­ 
tom s Bureau and U. S. Mints.

The home of Mr. and Mrs. J e r ­ 
ry Moser at R ileyville and its con­ 
tents were destroyed by fire y es­ 
terday and the couple barely got 
out of the flam ing structure 
in 
tim e to escape death or serious in­ 
jury. 
The fire w as started by an oil 
heater in the kitchen, it w as learn­ 
ed. 
Mr. and Mrs M oser w ere in the 
living room of their hom e when 
they heard a noise in the kitchen 
and when Mrs. M oser w ent to see 
w hat it w as she saw the floor cov­ 
ered with oil. 
About that tim e the 
oil ignited into one huge flam e and 
Mrs. M oser ran through the living 
room, suffering light burns to the 
back of her neck. 
She 
ran out the 
living room 
door but the draft caused by 
the 
flam es closed the door before Mr. 
M oser got out. 
The draft prevent­ 
ed 
him from 
getting 
the door 
open; 
so he grabbed an object, 
held it in front of him and jum ped 
through a window pane to safety. 
He suffered minor cuts. 
Only item saved w as a washing 
m achine that w as in a garage that 
adjoined the house.

The General Assembly is now 
in its second month, but little has 
been done.

It now would be difficult to fix, 
with reasonable accuracy, the tim e 
when 
A braham Lincoln, 
whose 
birthday is Feb. 12, first began to 
cherish a hope that he m ight be 
com e the president of the United 
States, 
It is not so difficult, how­ 
ever, to establish the date on which 
an organized political group first 
endorsed him as a candidate for 
the office. This endorsem ent was 
m ade at Fairfield in southern Illi­ 
nois on M arch 3, 1860, when the 
W ayne County Republican com m it­ 
tee adopted a resolution express­ 
ing their unanim ous approval of 
his candidacy. 
It was appropriate that this first 
form al 
endorsem ent 
should 
be 
m ade at a place not far distant 
from the point w here Lincoln had 
crossed the W abash river from 
Vincennes, Indiana, into Illinois in 
1830. 
Lincoln’s entry into the state 
was certainly not an auspicious 
one. He cam e with nothing in p ar­ 
ticular to distinguish him from 
hundreds of other men coming to 
settle here. He cam e clad in home­ 
spun, w earing high-topped leather 
boots and trudging along beside 
one of the ox wagons that carried 
the Lincoln fam ily and its small 
stock of personal effects toward a 
new home. 
Tradition relates that 
Lincoln carried a pocket stock of 


needles, thread arid pins for sale 
to housewives along the roadway. 
Varied Experiences 


P erhaps it is too m uch to say 
that there was nothing distinctive 
about him. 
It m ay be that his tall, 
gaunt fram e, added to the calm , 
confident and com petent m anner 
evidenced in his behavior, w ere 
enough to cause observers to cast 
j a second glance. 
Except as these 
m ay have set him apart, he was 
sim ply another im m igrant coming 
into Illinois. 


j 
When the endorsem ent of the 
W ayne County Republican com m it­ 
tee was given, Lincoln had been 
in Illinois 29 years. His experiences 


I had been varied. 
He had been 
a farm hand and rail splitter, help­ 
ing his father open and fence a 
farm. 
He also had been a flat- 
boatman. a soldier, an inventor, 
a m erchant, a postm aster, an a t­ 
torney, a state legislator, a con­ 
gressman, and long an active poli­ 
tician. He had contended with Ste­ 
phen A. Douglas for a seat in the 
U. S. Senate and lost. He had ap­ 
peared as an attorney in m any 
courts over the state, several of 
these being in southern Illinois. 
He had come to be regarded highly 
in legal circles. JHe had becam e 
a national figure—one whose opin­ 
ions and utterances w ere awaited 
and carefully noted. 
Though no 
organized political group had re ­ 
corded its approval, there were 


m any Indications that he was be­ 
ing considered, seriously and wide­ 
ly, as the Republican candidate. 
It almost might have been termed 
a “political ground swell.” 
Marker Dedicated in 1939 
It was in this situation that the 
Republicans of Wayne county met 
in the spring of 1860, and on March 
3 adopted the following: “ Resolved 
—that the Hon. Abe Lincoln is 
the unanimous choice of the Re­ 
publicans of Wayne County for the 
presidential nomination of the Na­ 
tional Convention at Chicago. 
Wayne County Republican Con­ 
vention 
C. Sibley—Chairman 
Wm. H. Robinson—Secretary” 
No effort to evaluate the effects 
of the action taken is being made. 
It is only noted. 
On Friday, Oct. 6, 1939, a pro­ 
gram was held in Fairfield and a 
marker was dedicated to com m em ­ 
orate the first recorded action of 
the early county group. This pro­ 
gram 
began 
with a parade of 
floats, bands, and horsemen, at IO 
o’clock in the forenoon. 
After luncheon the public cere­ 
mony of dedication was enacted. 
Dr. Cameron Harmon offered the 
invocation and Mayor Fred Bruce 


! gave the address of welcome. Aft­ 
er the Fairfield High School chor 
us had sung “ Illinois,” distinguish­ 
ed guests present were presented 
and the formal dedication was en 
acted. 
The address of the day 
was given by George D. Aiken, 
then governor of the state of Ver­ 
mont. 
Those who pause in their jour­ 
ney through Fairfield often stop 
to observe 
the marker erected 
there, and to consider the early 
tribute paid by the Wayne County 
Republican Convention to one of 
the world’s most noted men.
